CHRETIEN’S LIBERALS KILL UN- 
EMPLOYMENT INSURANCE AND 
KNIFE CLAIMANTS 


f Jean Chrétien's Liberals have 

their way this summer, Parlia- 
ment, will end the existence of 
Unemployment Insurance in Can- 
ada. Bill C-12 has already passed 
third reading in the House of Com- 
mons. 

Saying the current system, de- 
signed 25 years ago, is out of date, 
the Liberals are determined to make 
changes. 

In its place, they offer Bill C-12 
and Employment Insurance. 

Besides the predictable cuts to 
eligiblilty, benefits, and financing, 
C-12also broadens the ways in which 
UI premiums are used with the cre- 
ation of a number of employment 
initiatives. 

The insurance component of UI 
will be undermined by the intro- 
duction of clawbacks and supple- 
ments based on means-tests. The 
employment initiatives also under- 
mine the notion of insurance, as 
they are essentially a tax on UI pre- 
miums. 

In fact, these initiatives are fund- 
ed both by making 88,000 people 
ineligibile for benefits and by cut- 
ting or clawing back benefits from 
the majority of other claimants. 

The following is the first in a 
series of articles which will examine 
the UI system, the proposed chang- 
es, and the reasons given for these 
changes. 


HOW DOES UI FUNCTION? 


Unemployment Insurance is a self- 
funding system. In other words, UI 
pays for itselfand isnotresponsible 
for increases in national debt, def- 
icit, Or taxes 

UI premiums pay for unemploy- 
ment benefits and the administra- 
tion of the Ul system. UI premiums 
are paid by employees and employ- 
ers based on a percentage of the

low unemployment, the draw on UI 
benefits is low and UI premiums fall

Things were made worse 
in 1988 when his left eye bled, 
further reducing his vision. 

Atchison has perservered. And 
through the advent of the Internet, 
Atchison is able to communicate 
with people within the city more 
effectively, as well as people span- 
ning six continents. 

To better understand blind- 
ness, I went searching on the Inter- 
net. The Royal Blind Society of Aus- 
tralia (<http://www.rbs.org.au/>) 
features a bunch of information _

Atchison is delighted with his IBM 
386 computer with an attached voice 
synthesizer. He uses the synthesizer 
to read back his writing, e-mail, web 
site information and, once he gets his 
scanner hooked up, book pages. 

The voice synthesis technology 
can only work on plain text, which 
worked fine when everybody was 
working from a command line in 
DOS or UNIX. However, with the 
advent of Graphical User Interfaces 
(such as the Macintosh operating 
system and Windows), text is rep- 
resented by graphics on the screen 
As GUI systems become standard- 
ized, GUI research is one of the hot 
areas of research in the world. 

The GUI problem exists in web 
pages as well. There are umpteen 
pages which have imagemaps (click 
able images) without correspond- 
ing text navigation menus, which 
make it impossible for a blind per- 
son accessing the web through the 
Freenet to navigate the site. As 
well, if a graphic is present in the 
site, some web designers fail to put 
alternative text for any graphically- 
challenged browsers. The Royal 
Blind Society has put up a page for 
web designers with tips to work

He just relies on his wits, his 
athletic abilities, his rapport with 
animals and his reputation. 

He is also an incredible, 
though not superhuman, shot— 
certainly a skill readily attainable 
for superhero-wannabes 

The Phantom is an entertain- 
ing little flick. Itis even less deep, 
storywise, than any of the previ- 
ous Phantom incarnations, but 
who cares? 

Billy Zane is The Ghost Who 
Walks, as the verbose natives call 
him, and pulls it off with good 
humor and dashing flair 

Patrick McGoohan (The Pris- 
oner) is the Phantom’s ghost ofa 
father. Kristy Swanson is the love 
interest who can hold her own 
when things get physical and 
Treat Williams brings a certain 
novelty to the bad guy who wants 
to get control of some magical 
objects. 

These are three skulls, one of 
which is under The Phantom’s 
protection. 

If all three skulls are brought 
into contact with each other, they 
give their owner incredible pow- 
er in the form of a magical laser

THE ARRIVAL Charlie Sheen takes 
a shot at respectability in this sci-fi 
thriller as Zane Siminski, a radio 
astronomer who discovers an ex- 
tra-terrestrial message.

ometimes being a reviewer really sucks.

Part of the community yet not a part, so 
we can say whatever the hell we want to 
sound clever at others’ expense without 
penalty. 

Which is, for the most part, true. 

But Gentle Readers, I have a confession 
to make. 

Iam an average schmuck, meaning high- 
concept well-thought-out theatre can go over 
my head like a 747. 

Steppenpuppy, playing at the U of A’s 
Thrust Theatre, made me realize that. 

Generic Theatre and Table Theatre came 
together to give birth to this play, penned by 
David Orrell. 

Coles Notes Version: The Steppenwolf 
Syndrome is a condition by which beings 
feel they were assigned the wrong body at 


birth—that of a human being, when they are 
in fact a wolf. Harry (Dave Clarke), an unem- 
ployed physicist, believes this. Yet he is a 
man of mathematic logic and knows it can- 
not be so 

There's also Hermina née Herman be- 
fore modern surgery (Davina Stewart), a 
duo of “white” Christian capitalists includ- 
ing Mummy (Pat Darbasie) who, unbeknownst 
to her banker son (James Toupin), is black, a 
psychic waiter (David Boechler) and a Latin 
lounge act (John Ullyatt and Christina Menz) 

So the show is about duality. Cool. I got 
that. 

The virgin viewer will “get it” the minute 
they walk in the door. The set (Beatriz Leon) 
is black and white. Everything. 

The props (cleverly mounted against the 
flats, might I add) accent in the opposing 
color. 

The tables, the chairs, the costumes, the 
make-up, the lighting... everything. 

So the show is about duality, I thought 
Cool. I get that. 

Problem? I got the point before the 
show even started. The set was so good it 
made the point about the duality of exist- 


ence. They didn’t need to go and doa play 
about it 

But see, | could be wrong. Maybe they 
were just being reeeeaaaalllly consistent 
Unlike most high-concept pieces, they stuck 
to their guns about everything 

But looking at a black/white set with 
black/white costumes for two hours gave me 
a headache. I'm not being facetious. It really 
did. It’s hard on the eyes 

But maybe that’s what it was supposed to 
do. A confused and muddled state is what 
you should be in with the “blackish and 
whitish” of life 

And Dave Clarke (doing his usual best 
by the way) was dressed allin grey, and why? 
Because he’s in between! I got that. Enough 
already 

But stupid me, maybe they're just e/ab- 
orating on a theme and I didn’t get it 

The text was antiseptic in a lot of places, 
full of what I call “playwright’s nuggets.” A 
concept is important to the show, but when 
the writer can’t find the character's voice to 
say so, he spits it out as exposition 

Buta lot of the script was funny. So the 
duality of information versus emotion ex- 


ists ~ 4 

Ullyatt and Menz are both fabulous sing- 
ers. Yet together they were not 

But that could be muddling of two soli- 
tudes again 

Maybe I wasn't supposed to like it be- 
cause each state is grand onto itself and 
Yeesh. Is this ever confusing 

But that was supposed to happen! I think 

This is a company of brilliant people 
They've been nominated for Sterlings, their 
Fringe shows are always incredible, and 
they've been at this longer than I have. They 
know what they're doing 

And everybody else in the audience was 
chortling, occasionally 

They couldn’t just be laughing because 
they want to look clever—people only do 
that at Shakespeare productions. They must 
have really liked it 

So why didn’t I?

henyou walk into the Fringe 
gallery, prepare for your 
personal space to disappear. 

With his multi-media exhib- 
it, Lumen, Clint Wilson has 
created an environment of 
sculpture and images. 

On one side is a three-pieced 
sculpture. A hanging light leads 
to an image suspended ina glass 
bulb. Following that is a lens 
held up by a metal tripod. These 
three items serve as a crude pro- 
jector that creates the second 
part of the show. 

The opposite wall receives 
four images of hands which have 
illustrations from natural histo- 
ry texts overlaid. The diagrams 
from biology and zoology books 
range from 300 years old to 
more recent works: 

Wilson comments on the 
purpose of the show's various 
elements. 

"It is ameditation about how 
we come to know things. The 
hands were more of a symbol 
for the body and were cropped 
so they would become generic, 
iconic symbols. Three different 
models are used but they have 
become homogenous. They be- 
came a field or human presence 
that these inscriptions have be- 
come overlaid on.” 


Since this is a recent aspect 
of his art, he finds the exhibition 
is as much a project for him as 
it is for the viewer. Various 
aspects of the installation site 
impose themselves on the art- 
work. 

One interesting develop- 
ment is that when the building 
is busy, human traffic shakes the 
roof. 

This movement causes the 
images to sway. Although an un- 
intended element, Wilson is 
happy with it and feels its un- 
predictability is one of the grect 
draws. 

He began working in still 
photographic image display 
about two years ago and is now 
doing installation work. Re- 
ceiving his Masters in Fine Arts 
at the University of Victoria 
Wilson has resided in Edmon- 
ton for the last six years. 

With exhibitions that have 
shown in Victoria, Calgary and 
Montreal, he finds working on 
shows is a long project that 
grows with time. 

The Fringe site is a first for 
Lumen. Depending on where the 
show goes it is sure to change 
Viewing the rawness of though 
and process is an engaging mind 
game. Immersing yourselfin the 
art is a subtle way to lose your 
self for a while. e
